If th<j Red ism overruns west- 
rn Europe, our hope of avoiding a 
third world war will be slim indeed. 
Hollars Don’t Balance laves 
But what about that twenty bil­ 
lion dollars we may have to spend 
to implement the Marshall plan; for 
my part I can't even visualize what 
such an amount would look like in 
a pile of gold or greenbacks. I don’t 
know whether I could vault over it 
or whether I should have to walk 
around it. 
However. 
Ive 
tramped 
across 
many battle-fields strewn with dead. 
I know what they look like, all right 
I was on the fighting front in France 
on that first Armistice Day, and the 
anniversary never rolls around w ith­ 
out one seeing visions of an endless 
line of marchers who gave 
their 
lives in two world wars. 
America’s casualties In the u o 
c nflicts were about a million and 
a quarter. The losses in ariot lier 1 
global war would be colossal, and 
would come not only from the fight- I 
ing 
forces but 
from 
the civilian 
populations. You couldn't balance 
those figures with mere money, no 
matter how big a pile of gold the 
dollars made. 
“Cold War” Is Cheaper 
The late war cost America some 
$330,000,000,000 for m ilitary opera­ 
tions, and nobody knows how much 
more indirectly. 
So it would seem tc be far cheaper 
to wage a “cold war ' offensive now 
than to fight a “hot war” a few 
years later. As General M arshall put 
it in urging Congress to help 
pros­ 
trate” Europe: 
“The economic effects of this pro­ 
gram will extend far beyond the
